DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and 
should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the patent is of a 
basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be 
directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an improvement in an old 
apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should include the technical disclosure 
of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly those for compounds and compositions, 
wherein the process for making and/or the use thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set 
forth a process for making and/or use thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves 
modifications or alternatives, the abstract should mention by way of example the preferred 
modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of the 
invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sonobe (US 
4,618,209). 

Sonobe discloses in Figs. 7-9 leads mounted to PCBs and cutting-off frame and tie-bar 
portions; 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sonobe (US 
4,618,209) in view of Seino et al (US 4,785,533), and further in view of Hahn (US 5,953,803). 

Sonobe discloses the lead portion is bent before inserted as shown in Figs. 8-9, except 
different length lead portions from a common lead frame and using a jig to bend and insert lead 
portions. 

Seino discloses different length lead portions from a common lead frame Figs. 4-5. 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify Sonobe by providing different length lead portions from a common lead 
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frame, as taught by Seino, for the purpose of securing different size and configuration electronic 
components for users' desire. 

At the time the invention was made, it would have been an obvious matter of design 
choice to a person of ordinary skill in the art to use a jig to bend the lead portion because 
Applicant has not disclosed that using a jig to bend the lead portion provides an advantage, is 
used for a particular purpose, or solves a stated problem. It would have been an obvious matter 
of design choice to modify Sonobe to use a jig to meet the invention as specified in claim 3. 

Hahn discloses using a jig to insert lead portions (Fig. 5B). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify Sonobe by using a jig to insert lead portions, as taught by Hahn, for the 
purpose of increasing securing leads to PCBs.
